ANAHEIM. 
WAR ON WALNUT FUNGUS. 
ANAHEIM, Aug. %.—[{From The 
Times Correspondent.] R. H. Gilman, 
a leading walnut grower of Placen- 
tla. takes issue with the conclusions 
of Judge Cheney that the walnut pest 


prevaient here is “a fungus wich 
swims up in the sap of the tree much 
as a fish goes up stream.” He says 
this theory is absurd, and asks why, if 
the bacterium is transmitted by the sap, 
it makes its first appearance on the 
outside of nut and twig, manifesting it- 
self in the form of a small speck 
which spreads inwardly to the pit. He 
says that so-called winter irrigation 
has no effect whatever upon the de- 
ease, which exists on trees regardless 
of the time or manner of applying 
water or the quantity used. 

The speck, he says, does not pene- 
trate the nut after the. shell hardens, 
as would be the case if it originated 
in the sap. Mr. Gilman's experiments 
have shown that the fungus can be in- 
oculated in a healthy nut by inserting 
the point of a pin which has been in 
contact with an infected spot, while 
a similar wound with a clean imple- 
ment prod no effect. He says he 
has found the disease in every char- 
acter of soil from heavy loam to light 
sand thoroughly drained by a gravel 
stratum, where moisture could not pos- 
— originate or aggravate the con-
